OMAHA— (A P )— At the rate 
tax es are eating into Neb raska’s 
gross income, the time will come 
when the cost of government will 
b e as much as gross income “with 
nothing left to live on or create 
progress.” Frank G. Arnold has 
predicted. 
Arnold, president of the Neb ras­ 
ka Federation of County Tax pay­ 
ers, said in a statement here today 
that tax es are eating up approx ­ 
imately half of the state’s grt^s 
income. 
In 1946, “the b est year in the 
state’s history,” froM income 
was estimated at $1,250.000,000 
and the total direct and indirect 
tax b ill adds up to $600,000,000. 
he said. 
“Neb raska tax payers do not as 
yet seem fully to realize that the 
indirect federal tax es they pay 
amount to nearly as much as the 
direct federal tax ,” he added. 
$20.000.000 Ex cise Tax es. 
Arnold says that the ex cise 
tax es on automob iles, gasoline and 
cigareta alone will cost Neb raska 
tax payers $20,000,000 a year in 
the Tiear future. 
New tax laws, 
including pending legislation, will 
increase Neb raska’s governmental 
cost at least $20,000,000 a year, he 
said. 
“When your gross state income 
settles b ack, as it surely will in 
the future, to around $750,000,000 
or less, we will then have an 
economy wherein the cost of gov­ 
ernment is as much as our gross 
income with nothing left to live 
on or to create progress,” Arnold 
predicted.
